1. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action:

2. Claims 1-10 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Imajo et al 



Regarding claims 1, 5 and 10, Imajo teaches of a display device driver provided with leads (Fig. 
11, reference characters Vss-V8) coupled to at least one multiplexer (Fig. 11, reference character 
209) and to a first switching device that enables interruption of a voltage supply to the leads (see 
Fig. 1 1, the multiplexer acts as a switch that enables interruption of a voltage supply to any of the 
leads), and also provided with at least one second switching device that is coupled to the leads 
and whereby at least one of the leads can be switched to a selectable potential (see Fig. 1 1, the 
multiplexer selects the desired potential for any of the leads), wherein the second switching 
device in the output stage switches the lead that is selected by the multiplexer to a test reference 
potential (see Fig. 1 1, the selected lead is switched by the multiplexer to a test reference 



Regarding claim 2, Imajo further teaches of the output stages being provided with at least one 
multiplexer (Fig. 11, reference character 209) and at least one amplifier (Fig. 11, reference 
character OP4).

Regarding claim 3, Imajo further teaches that second switches devices are provided in all output 
stages (All output stages can have their own second switch or multiplexer). 
Regarding claim 4, Imajo teaches that the multiplexer can be controlled by a digital signal 
arranged to switch a voltage present on the leads (It is inherent for a multiplexer to be controlled 
by a digital signal to carry out one or more of its functions). 

Regarding claim 6, Imajo further teaches that in a test mode the first switch connects the leads to 
a common potential and separates them from this potential (col. 24, lines 14-23). 
Regarding claim 7, Imajo teaches that a voltage generator generates at least one voltage for 
supply to the leads (Fig. 5, reference character 208). 

Regarding claim 8, Imajo further teaches of the switches being controlled separately (The 
switches can be controlled one by one). 

Regarding claim 9, Imajo teaches that the output stages are connected to terminals of a display 
device (see Fig. 1 1, the leads from multiplexer 209 are shown to connect to terminals of the 
display device).
